now + you have had no French Fleet out, / 
mean their Grand Royal Navy, pow for two 
Years, and for. chat Reafon the Seas [warm 
with their Privateers; and J muft ows, the 
worft Way the Frence can make War with 
us, is to plague us with their Privateers, 
aad lay their Navy up; and never fay f 
tell them bow to hurt us, for you fee they 
have madethe Experimentalready. _ 

And now, to you Gentlemen, who tell us, 
the Left Way to.reduce France.is to ruin their 
Naval Power, Pray tell mehow will you 
tuin their Privateering Trade, 17! tell you 
one Way, if you Will tell me another-5 a- 
bout 2.
